Waywird bird returns to New York roost on its own 


CNN 

A peacock that had escaped from its home at the 
Central Park Zoo returned home on its own Wednes- 
day morning, the Wldlife Conservation Society said. 

The Central Park escapee comes after a peahen— 
the female counterpart to a peacock— fled the Bronx 
Zoo in May In March, a cobra disappeared from its 
Bronx Zoo pen for five days. 

Amid the uproar over the bird’s escape, two Twit- 
ter handles— ©Central Peacock and ©BIrdOnThe 
Town— managed to amass at least 2,300 and 950 fol- 
lowers, respectively 

The peacock flew home at 6:45 a.m. and was safe, 
the society said. 

“We have recovered the peacock as anticipated 
this morning when it flew home at sunrise back into 
the Central Park Zoo,” zoo director Jeff Sailer said. 
“A thorough understanding of the peacock’s natural 
behavior allowed for the successful planning of its 
recovery”

The peacock wandered from the zoo in Manhattan 
on Tuesday, said Alary Dixon, society spokeswoman. 

The bird made its way to a Fifth Avenue apartment 
building near the park and perched on a third-floor 
window sill, but it wasn’t there on Wednesday morning. 
Zoo officials had encouraged onlookers to avoid 
following or harassing the peacock. They say the run- 
away posed no danger to the public. 

Zoo officials did not say how the bird escaped or 
what type of enclosure he was in. According to the 
zoo’s website, peafowl are kept in the T'isch Children’s 
zoo, which is described as a “walk-through wildlife ad- 
venture.”

MORE SAME-SEX HOUSEHOLDS ARE BEING COUNTED IN ILLINOIS’ STATISTICS-IN THE CITY AND BEYOND

One couple, one roof. 

The number of gay and lesbian households in Illinois has 
jumped in the past decade, according to a government snap- 
shot. 

Data from the 2010 U.S. census data released Thursday in Il- 
linois show the number of same-sex households has increased 
more than 40 percent. Numbers were up in Chicago but also 
in the suburbs— in Aurora there were 463 same-sex house- 
holds, an 80 percent increase over 2010; in Oak Park, the num- 
ber of female same-sex households grew by almost 65 percent. 

“There has been a very sharp growth in acceptance,” said 
Richard Rykhus, who lives in Evanston with Carlos Briones 
and their 6 -year-old son. “I do think there’s a correlation with 
these numbers when you look at how society now accepts 
same-sex couples and same-sex parent families. There were a 
lot of risks before. I think people now are evidently far more 
willing to identify that way” 

Since the 2000 census, the country’s acceptance of gay and 
lesbian people has grown, evidenced by laws in more than 
10 states allowing same-sex civil unions or marriage and even 
the broader cultural mainstreaming of gay characters in mov- 
ies and TV. 

Data on same-sex households is being released by the U.S. 
Census Bureau by groups of states. Of the 30 states whose data 
was released before Illinois, the number of same-sex house- 
holds was up 49 percent. The size of the increase surprised 
some demographers. 

“I didn’t expect it to be quite that large,” said Gary Gates, 
a demographer at UCLA’s Law School Williams Institute, 
which studies sex orientation as it pertains to law and public 
policy “It could suggest that there was a much bigger ‘closet’ 
in 2000 than I expected, and there now is much more accep- 
tance of gay households.” 

Gates said that acceptance of gay unions probably accounts 
for a growing number of gay and lesbian couples establishing 
households, but that trend has not yet grown enough to ac- 
count for the big jump of reported households in the census. 

In Chicago, there was a 25 percent increase in same-sex 
households, up to 11,715 from 9,412 in 2000. Suburban Cook 
County showed even greater growth, up 39 percent to 5,362 
same-sex households in 2010. 

The surrounding counties have considerably lower numbers 
of same-sex households, though the growth has been substan- 
tial. Lor example, WiU County had a 77 percent rise in male 
same-sex households and a 108 percent rise in female same-sex 
households, for a total of 1,198 couples. 

Sam Corcione said he and his partner moved to Evanston 


as their lives shifted from hanging out in bars to going out to 
dinner with friends. 

“I think when you become a couple, you don’t go to bars to 
meet people, so you can live in the suburbs, farther away from 
all that,” Corcione said. “I don’t know if it’s an age thing or a 
couple thing or a little bit of both.” 

The Illinois data also showed a notable difference in the 
overall increase of male couples compared with female cou- 
ples. The percentage of female couples in the state went up 


53 percent compared with 32 percent for male couples. 

Gates said many researchers believed that previous census 
data painted an inaccurate picture of the number of same-sex 
female couples. He said the Census Bureau made a deter- 
mined effort to improve its gathering techniques for 2010, and 
that likely resulted in a higher number of reported same-sex 
female households. 

Anthony Martinez, executive director of The Civil Rights 
Agenda, a Chicago-based LGBT advocacy group, said that in-

crease might also have something to do with the growing num- 
ber of same-sex couples who have children. 

“Statistically we’ve seen that lesbian couples tend to have a 
higher percentage of children in the home, and once you have 
children that’s usually when you tend to start identifying as a 
same-sex household,” Martinez said. 

The census data for Illinois show there are 5,346 children un- 
der 18 in female same-sex households and 3,030 children under 
18 in male same-sex households. 


Rykhus and Briones weren’t together at the time of the 2000 
census — the first time there was an option on the form to iden- 
tify as a same-sex household— but they were counted as a same- 
sex household for 2010. 

“It’s such a positive thing for our community, and it’s impor- 
tant that we be recognized,” Rykhus said. “In Illinois, we have 
taken significant steps forward in the legal recognition of our 
partners and our families. It’s an indication of how much prog- 
ress we’ve made.”

Being 
counted 
equals clout 

Amy Skalinder of Skokie is in the third year of 
a relationship with her partner, Jennifer. She 
checked the box on her 2010 census form declar- 
ing her same-sex partnership. 

‘All the numbers are showing an increase in 
acceptance and support for same-sex relation- 
ships,” Skalinder said. “I certainly think the more 
time that passes, the more our society becomes 
comfortable, and therefore individuals become 
more comfortable coming out. There’s no ques- 
tion.” 

The census still does not count individual peo- 
ple who identify as LGBT, something advocates 
have been pushing to include. Anthony Martinez, 
executive director of The Civil Rights Agenda, a 
Chicago-based LGBT advocacy group, stressed 
the importance of being able to get an accurate 
reflection of the country’s LGBT population. 

“It’s important for many reasons— federal 
funding, redistricting,” Martinez said. “During 
the redistricting that just went on in Illinois, we 
didn’t have the data to say this is where we are, 
these are our numbers.” 

Longtime LGBT advocate Rick Garcia noted 
that groups such as the National Gay and Les- 
bian Task Force held campaigns encouraging 
people to “stand up and be counted.” 

“Some legislators want to say ‘We don’t have 
any of those folks in my district,’ ” Garcia said. 
“So these increased numbers have huge political 
ramifications.” 

Mark Duebner, a graphic designer from Na- 
perville, said the census numbers help to rein- 
force what many in his neighborhood already 
knew 

“We’re just part of the fabric of any commu- 
nity” Duebner said. “The more people who real- 
ize that, the more it really breaks down barriers.”

The president told supporters at the 
Aragon Entertainment Center that the 
nation doesn’t have time to “play these 
partisan games.” 

“I hope we can avoid another self- 
inflicted wound like we saw over the last 
couple weeks,” Obama said of the recent 
debt-ceiling gridlock. 

Although Obama doesn’t turn 50 until 
Thursday, his visit symbolized presiden- 
tially and politically a need to turn the 


corner following weeks of bruising debate 
over raising the nation’s debt ceiling and 
cutting the country’s deficit. 

Obama arrived at a dimly lit and hu- 
mid concert hall as Herbie Hancock 
performed. Some of the estimated 2,400 
people in attendance, who paid at least 
$50, wore cone-shaped birthday hats with 
the number 50 and the campaign’s logo. 
Obama capped the evening with a dinner 
of 100 donors who paid $35,800 apiece 
and got a slice of a two-layer birthday cake 
from Eli’s, one layer chocolate, the other 
carrot. 

Before that, Obama talked via telecon- 
ference to more than 1,100 “house parties” 
organized by his re-election campaign. 
The parties served both as a place to cel- 


ebrate Obama’s birthday and to conduct 
strategic re-election organizing. 

Meanwhile, the main crowd in Chi- 
cago was entertained by Jennifer Hudson, 
hometown band OK Go and Hancock. 
Hudson led the audience in singing “Hap- 
py Birthday” as Obama, without a suit 
coat, came on stage. 

Obama nodded to the debate over 
potential cuts to Medicare, the federal 
health care program for seniors, as part of 
future deficit reduction talks. 

“It is true I turn 50 tomorrow, which 
means that by the time I wake up I’ll have 
an email from AARP asking me to call 
President Obama and tell him to protect 
Medicare,” he joked, referring to the na- 
tion’s largest seniors lobby

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Man killed, officers 
injured in incident

A man was fatally shot by police, and two 
officers were injured, during a confron- 
tation Wednesday following a domestic 
disturbance in Austin, police and a union 
spokesman said. 

Police were called to the 300 block of 
North Latrobe Avenue for a domestic 
disturbance involving a knife, and when 
officers tried to interview the suspect he 
started fighting, repeatedly striking one 
of the officers in the face, according to a 
preliminary statement from Police News 
Affairs. 

During the struggle the officer fired his 
gun, striking the suspect, police said. 

The man was taken in serious-to-crit- 
ical condition to Northwestern Memo- 


rial Hospital, Chicago Fire Department 
spokesman Will Knight said. The man, in 
his 30s, was later declared dead at the hos- 
pital, according to the Cook County medi- 
cal examiner’s office. 

The two officers were taken to local 
hospitals— one in good-to-fair condition, 
the other in fair-to-serious condition, 
Knight said. They were not shot, but he 
had no other details. 

A police statement confirmed the in- 
juries to the officers were not considered 
life-threatening, and said one of the offi- 
cers suffered injuries to the head. 

The Independent Police Review Au- 
thority said it has been notified of a police- 
involved shooting at that address and is 
investigating. 


$3M bail set for suspect 
in Walgreens stabbing

Bail was set at $3 million Wednesday for 
a man accused of stabbing three people, 
including a customer who was critically in- 
jured, inside a Gage Park Walgreens store. 

Daniel Lopez, 21, of the 5100 block of 
South Spaulding Avenue, was charged with 
attempted murder and aggravated battery 
He remained hospitalized in a psychiatric 
ward and did not appear for his bond hear- 
ing before Judge Ramon Ocasio III. 

Lopez entered the Walgreens in the 
5400 block of South Kedzie Avenue at 
about I a.m. Tuesday and pulled out a 
9 -inch chef’s knife and stabbed a 40 -year- 
old woman who was shopping, according 
to Assistant State’s Attorney Lorraine 
Scaduto. 

The woman suffered stab wounds to her 


abdomen, leg and arm and remained in 
critical condition at Mount Sinai Hospital, 
Scaduto said. 

Lopez then stabbed a 66 -year-old fe- 
male employee once in the chest, Scaduto 
said. A 46 -year-old store manager inter- 
vened and wrestled Lopez to the ground, 
suffering lacerations to his left hand that 
severed a tendon, Scaduto said. Both of 
those victims were treated at Mount Sinai 
and were released. 

Police said Lopez was believed to be un- 
der the influence of a narcotic at the time. 

Prosecutors and a store employee of the 
store said Lopez did not say a word before 
stabbing the first victim. “He walked in. 
He looked normal,” said a store worker, 
Manuel Rodriguez. “But he had a butcher 
knife.”

Three of the homicides that day 
occurred in the Chatham community area, 
according to officials. 

At about 3:30 a.m., a 26-year-old man was 
shot to death in the 7900 block of South 
Cottage Grove Avenue, police said. About 
12 hours later and three blocks away, a 
24-year-old man and a 22-year-old woman 
were fatally shot in the 8200 block of South 
Cottage Grove, police said. 

That same day, gunshot homicides 
claimed a 29-year-old man in the 3700 block 
of West Chicago Avenue in Humboldt Park; 
a 22-year-old man in the 7100 block of South 
Rockwell Street in Chicago Lawn; and an 
18-year-old man in the 5400 block of West 
Washington Boulevard in Austin, according 
to officials. 

The last time Chicago recorded six homi- 
cides in one day was April 15, 2010, when 
seven homicides were logged, RedEye data 
shows. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were 
recorded in the past week in Ashburn, 
Brighton Park, Englewood, South Lawndale 
and West Englewood, according to RedEye 
data.

Diet advice: Chew wisely 


NEW YORK The next time you’re 
thinking about going on a diet, you 
may want to try this simple strategy: Chew 
more. 

People who chew their food more take 
in fewer calories, mainly because more 
chewing is related to the levels of hor- 
mones that regulate appetite, according to 
a Chinese study 

Chewing food 40 times instead of a typ- 
ical 15 times caused the study participants 
to eat nearly 12 percent fewer calories, 
according to the study published in the 
American Journal of Clinical Nutrition. 

“Compared with lean participants, 
obese participants had a higher ingestion 
rate and a lower number of chews per 
I gram of food,*^ wrote lead researcher Jie 


MIND GAME 

The study found a connection between 
the amount of chewing and levels of 
several hormones that "tell the brain 
when to begin to eat and when to stop 
eating/’ co-author Shu ran Wang wrote 
In an email. 



Li and colleagues from Harbin Medical 
University in China. “Regardless of status, 
the subjects ingested 11.9 percent less after 
40 chews than after 15 chews.” 

Because the study was small and only in- 
cluded young men, it does not necessarily 
predict how extended chewing will affect 
the calorie intake of other people, the au- 
thors noted. 

But the 12 percent caloric reduction for 


the group who chewed their food 40 times 
could potentially translate into significant 
weight loss— with average people who 
cut their calorie intake by that much los- 
ing nearly 25 pounds in a year, said Adam 
Drewnowski of the University of Washing- 
ton Center for Obesity Research in Seattle. 

Rut because the typical diet includes 
foods that are not chewed, such as soup 
and ice cream, the actual amount of weight 
one is likely to lose by chewing more is 
much less, he warned. 

“I suppose that if you chew each bite of 
food 100 times or more you may end up 
eating less. However, I am not sure that 
this is a viable obesity prevention mea- 
sure,” said Drewnowski, who was not in- 
volved in the study

Blackhawks sign veteran star forward to five-year extension

The signing of forward Patrick Sharp to 
a five-year contract extension Wednesday 
eliminated the biggest possibility for dis- 
traction facing the Blackhawks during the 
upcoming season. 

That is a relief for the veteran forward— 
and Hawks general manager Stan Bowman 
—as their focus will now be all about what 
happens on the ice when training camp be- 
gins in September. 

“As players you deal with a lot of outside 
distractions, and clearly your own contract 
is one of them,” said Sharp, who inked 
the deal that will carry a salary-cap hit of 
$5.9 million per season beginning with the 
2012-13 campaign. “As much as you try to 
block that kind of stuff out, it’s a constant 
battle. This was certainly going to be (a dis-

traction) from the outside but also (from) 
within. 

“I’m glad I don’t have to focus on that. I 
just want to show up to camp, be the best 
player I can be, be a great teammate and 
try to win another Stanley Cup.” 

Sharp will play the final season under his 
contract currently paying him $4.2 million 
with a salary-cap hit of $3.9 million before 
the new deal kicks in next year. 

“It’s a very nice feeling to have almost 
a clean slate as we start in a little over a 


month,” Bowman said. “We’re going to 
be going into camp and we’re not going to 
have these questions.” 

The 29 -year-old Sharp, who led the 
Hawks with 34 goals last season while scor- 
ing a career-high 71 points in 74 games, joins 
the core group of Hawks that includes Jon- 
athan Toews, Patrick Kane, Marian Hossa, 
Brent Seabrook and Duncan Keith as key 
players signed through at least the 2014-15 
season. 

“It’s nice to know that core has won 
a Stanley Cup,” Sharp said. “You look at 
players like Toews, Kane, Hossa, (Dave) 
Bolland (signed through ’14), Seabrook 
(and) Keith, you know that’s a heck of a 
start.

What’s a concert without 
dazzling special effects? 

Chicago Tribune 

Crazy requests are par for the course in the 
concert tour industry and that extends out to 
those who work in the special effects industry 
Consider this doozy: Instead of confetti, how 
about launching live kittens into the audience? 

That was one of the weirder calls fielded by 
Mark Grega, the co-founder of the local ef- 
fects company Strictly FX, which is a major 
supplier for concert tours. Grega declined to 
reveal which band asked for the flying kittens, 
but acknowledged: “We thought about it for a 
minute. I mean, I could do it.” (The company 
ultimately passed on the idea.) 

But the request underscores just how far mu- 
sic acts are willing to go in an effort to create a 
memorable show, and it’s not unusual to see 
bands pile on the effects like they’ve stumbled 
upon an all-you-can-eat buffet of pyrotechnics, 
flames, confetti, CO2 blasts (fog) and lasers. 

Strictly FX’s roster this summer spans the 
gamut from Toby Keith to Justin Bieber. The 
company handles some of the biggest tours 
and devises some of the most outlandish ef- 
fects, including those seen last fall on Roger 
Waters’ “The Wall” tour. 

One of the company’s longest collabora- 
tions has been with Coldplay which head-

lines Lollapalooza on Friday in Grant Park. 
The guys from Strictly FX will be behind the 
scenes, per usual, setting off fireworks and la- 
sers for a show it helped design. 

‘Ml bands want their audiences to walk out 
saying, ‘That was the most amazing thing I’ve 
ever seen,’ ” Grega said. “The first thing peo- 
ple ask is, ‘What’s the newest thing?’ That’s all 
anybody wants.” The company plans to start 
offering a Tesla coil effect to create bolts of 
lightning onstage. LED -covered instruments 
might be another new trend; Strictly FX has 
created LED guitars for Fall Out Boy and 
Keith Urban. 

Sometimes the pressure to create a spec- 
tacle can lead to softer, more whimsical mo- 
ments, such as the butterfly confetti gag that 
became a trademark of Coldplay’s previous 


tour. It required 30 confetti machines (com- 
pared with the standard two or three) to com- 
pletely douse the venue each night. (There 
will be no confetti at Friday’s outdoor show 
however; the city of Chicago will not allow it 
due to the mess.) 

“Whenever you talk to bands, they want 
more and they want bigger,” Grega said. “The 
artists get off on it. If you’re onstage and you 
end a song and then the whole stage explodes, 
they get off on that. They feel like gods.” 

It’s also become something of an arms race. 
“The thing with bands is, it’s ego-driven. If a 
band has one laser, the next band wants two. 
And the next guys want four. It’s the one-up- 
sies.” 

Depending on how many effects a tour loads 
on, weekly rates for the company’s services can

“The nice thing about Coldplay” Grega 
said, “is that they take an active role in their 
show Pyro for them is really just to accentuate 
a moment. Some bands just want a lot of pyro 
and a lot of crap in the air, whereas this show 
uses pyro like a visual exclamation point.” 

And apparently Coldplay has been happy 
with the company’s work. “Their reputation 
is excellent,” said the band’s longtime lighting 
designer, Paul Normandale, who hired Strict- 
ly FX in 2008 and has been working with the 
company ever since. When the band incorpo- 


rates special effects, he said, it’s about “how 
to visually address a moment or a feeling. ‘Fix 
You,’ for example has a moment of pyro on 
a key word or phrase that becomes an unex- 
pected visual punctuation.” 

Lasers will play a big role at Friday’s show 
Fog machines are necessary to make the lasers 
more visible in the air, and during a preview 
at Strictly FX’s offices the fog added to the 
overall effect: the combination of the laser’s 
flat beam of light and the swirling fog over- 
head looked like liquid wallpaper. (By law 
lasers must be kept nine feet above the floor 
or ground, to prevent direct eye contact and 
retina injuries.) 

So how does that translate into a height- 
ened concert experience? 

“Lasers are the interpretation of that mu- 
sic into a visual artform,” Grega said. “We can 
program lasers to every nuance in the music— 
they can have a color or a movement— so that 
when you’re hearing the beginning of a song 
like ‘Clocks’ with that piano, you can visually 
see lasers interpreting that chord progression 
and aU of a sudden as an audience member 
you feel like you’re experiencing this music, 
not just listening to it.”

Tastes like summer

Is there a better beer for sitting on your 
porch on a warm summer night than with 
an American wheat ale? 

Probably not. That’s why there’s no 
shortage of people for whom beers such 
as Three Floyds’ Gumballhead, Bell’s 
Brewery’s Oberon, North Coast’s Blue 
Star Great American Wheat Beer and 
Goose Island’s 312 Urban Wheat Ale are 
staples in the fridge during the dog days 
of summer. 

Want proof of their phenomenal popu- 
larity? Consider this. Bell’s sells Oberon, 
an exemplar of the style, in most markets 
for only half the year. Yet the beer makes 
up 45 percent of the brewery’s overall 
sales volume. 

American wheat beers have that type 
of traction because, quite simply few 
styles are more refreshing, says Larry Bell, 
president of Bell’s Brewery They also hap- 
pen to pair well with light summer foods, 
such as salads or sushi, and aren’t too 


alcoholic or complex that you can’t have a 
few in a single sitting. 

Given the name, American wheat beers 
are, not surprisingly a distinctly domes- 
tic creation. ‘As American brewers we 
look to our older European brethren for 
inspiration, but really, we have to make 
our beers our own,” Bell says. 

That’s clear as, in some ways, the beers 
are defined by what they aren’t. They 
aren’t hefeweizens, the South German 
wheat beers epitomized by Weihen- 
stephaner Hefeweissbier and Hacker- 
Pschorr Hefe Weisse Naturtrub. Those 
beers are known for their distinctive 
banana and clove notes and little hop 
bitterness. 

They also aren’t witbiers, the pale, 
cloudy Belgian wheat beers epitomized by 
Hoegaarden Original White Ale and the 
MillerCoors-brewed Blue Moon. Those 
beers often are spiced with ingredients 
such as coriander and orange peel. 

Like hefeweizens and witbiers, Ameri-

can wheat ales have a creamy mouthfeel, 
the hallmark of wheat beers. But Ameri- 
can wheat ales are crisper than hefewei- 
zens. While witbiers rely on spices to 
bolster their flavor, American wheat ales 
feature moderate doses of hops. 

American wheat ales have distinctive 
fruity notes that bring to mind oranges, 
lemons or pineapple— a profile that sim- 
ply says summer.

Outside Florence’s ancient Basilica di Santa 
Maria del Fiore, people are milling around the 
quiet Piazza del Duomo, calmly taking in the 
last moments of a May evening. 

Just a few blocks away inside a renovated 
bank building, a much noisier scene unfolds. 
The buzzing of electric hair clippers can be 
heard through the walls as a quartet of ama- 
teur barbers unsuccessfully attempts to fade 
a hairline. Pranksters hold a stuffed squirrel 
hostage. Two lovers forlornly debate their 
relationship as their scantily clad roommate 
insensitively interrupts to smoke a cigarette. 
Camped outside are a flock of young admir- 
ers, hungry for a glimpse into it all. 

Ladies and gentlemen, Italy has been Shored. 

Since the MTV reality show’s debut two 
years ago, the cast of “Jersey Shore”— Mike 
“The Situation” Sorrentino, Ronnie Ortiz- 
Magro, Paul “Pauly D” DelVecchio, Nicole

GETS OUT OF ITS 
COMFORT ZONE 
FORNEWSEASON 
IN ITALY 


“Snooki” Polizzi, Jennifer “JWoww” Farley 
Sammi Giancola, Vinny Guadagnino and re- 
cent addition Deena Cortese— has become 
infamous for spending days and nights club- 
bing, tanning, fighting and carousing. For 
the show’s fourth season, which premieres at 
9 p.m. Thursday MTV sent the tangerine- 
tinted posse to the home of such historical 
figures as Dante and Leonardo da Vnci as a 
way to keep the franchise fresh. 

These days, the cast’s every move is fod- 
der for the tabloids. Paparazzi stand guard 
outside the Florence dwelling, which explains 
how reports of a fist fight between Sorren- 
tino and Ortiz-A/Iagro surfaced in the media, 
as well as how word spread that Polizzi had 
crashed into a cop car. 

But becoming household names for being 
themselves has inevitably changed the “Jer- 
sey” cast members, making them thoughtful 
about what was once thoughtless behavior. 


This becomes clear the next day when Sor- 
rentino and Ortiz-Magro are seated at a cafe 
wrapping up lunch. 

“I’m awesome in front of the camera,” Sor- 
rentino tells his roommate in a hushed tone, 
seemingly unaware of the reporter taking 
notes nearby. “To be honest with you, Fm not 
great at anything else.” 

Luckily, he doesn’t really need to be. 

A former assistant manager of a gym in 
New York’s Staten Island, Sorrentino now is 
a published author, has fox-trotted his way 
through a season of “Dancing’With the Stars,” 
has a development deal and a string of prod- 
uct endorsements. He is a lucrative brand, as 
are his housemates, some of whom reportedly 
make six figures per episode, llie first season 
of the reality soap averaged 2.7 milUon view- 
ers. Last season’s premiere scored million 
total viewers, according to the Nielsen Co. 

It’s a media whirlwind none said they saw 


coming. According to DclV;cchio: “I thought 
it’d be cool It was di fferent. No big deal But I 
did not think there was going to be T-shirts of 
everything I say That there’d be dudes on the 
boardwalk with my hairstyle. That there’d be 
guys taking pictures of everything I did. How 
does that happen?” 

The cast has been in heavy rotation on 
MTV since its debut, with seasons rolling out 
as fast as they can be filmed. In fact, as you 
read this, the show is in production at its Sea- 
side Heights, N.J., headquarters for the fifth 
season. And spinoffs featuring DelVecchio 
and besties Polizzi and Farley begin produc- 
tion in the fall. 

“I enjoy every second,” Polizzi said. “I just 
look at it as spending the summer with my 
friends. I can do ['Shore’] for the rest of my life.” 

During production of the show’s season 
abroad, reports surfaced that some parts had 
been staged or re-shot. Lvery cast member 



denied the allegations, as did creator Sally 
Ann Salsano. 

'"Not a chance,” she said, 'At the end of the 
day, when you put those eight together, not 
the best scripted writer in the world can come 
up with what these guys come up with.” 

During a visit in May, fans (some Ameri- 
can^ some not) were camped outside the Ital- 
ian ^‘Shore” house; security personnel kept 
screaming teens at bay when DelVecchio and 
Guadagnino decided to take an outing. 

^‘We interact with some people, but tbe/re 
not allowed to talk about tbe show with us,” 
said Cortese, who joined in Season 3. ^'Tf they 
want to talk to us, they have to talk to us like 
normal people and not like fans.” 

The decision to leave their nc'wfound celeb- 
rity off-screen is a huge relief to cast members, 

^‘Fll be honest: Sometimes, the celebrity 
stuff gets to you.” Sorrentino said, '^But you 
lose track of that {while shooting], because 
there's just so much going on in the house. 
And T like that,” 

HIming 'Jersey Shore” abroad was not an 
attempt to escape the show's fans, according 
to Salsano, but a treat for cast members who 
wanted to visit Italy. “Our whole thing was like, 
if the show becomes successful, to celebrate, 
we would all go to Italy together,” she said. 


For cast members, decried by Italian- 
American anti-defamation groups since the 
show hit the airwaves, it allowed them an 
opportunity to connect with their roots. For 
some, that meant checking out the “cool mu- 
seums” and “learning where Michelangelo 
painted the Mona Lisa.” (It should be noted 
Polizzi and Farley are not Italian.) 

'^My mother was bom in Italy and I knew 
it would feel like a home away from home,” 
Guadagnino said. “IVc beard tons of things 
about it every day of my life,” 

The cast members' reputations preceded 
them in Florence. It wasn't long be fore media 
reports of disgruntled locals wary of the cast's 
impending arrival began circulating. Then 
there were accounts of eateries posting “No 
Grazie, Jersey Shore” signs on their doors, the 
cultural superintendent barring the cast from 
filming in museums, and Florence Mayor Mat- 
teo Renzi's code of conduct for the cast that 
included not being filmed drinking in public. 
DelVecchio said it all had him on edge, 

“I was scared,” he said in a phone interview 
once the cast returned from Italy, “... I thought 
they were going to throw rocks at us from the 
way the media made it seem. ITat wasn't the 
case. People were welcoming. If they were talk- 
ing junk, I couldn't understand them anyway.”
